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Joseph Machin Hirst of London 


Robbed the Persons He Met at 
Social Functions Through His 
Unsuspecting Sweetheart. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and New 
York Worid. 

LONDON, Fer. .—A siim, well-groomed 
man of 27, convicted at the Newington 8¢s- 
sions yesterday, deserves a place among 
the really accomplished burglars of history 
and fiction. His tact, his adroitness, his 
quick appreciation of an opportunity, and 
his method of dealing with a difficult sit- 
uation place him immeasurably above the 
ordinary thief, who obtains his results by 
brutality or bravado. 

His name is Joseph Machin Hirst. 
was described as a private detective, 
was accused of committing burglaries at 
Alderbrook road, Clapham. The detective, 
who paid a tribute to Hirst's adroitness, 
declared that 40 burglaries had been com- 
mitted in the neighborhood of Ba:ham be- 
tween March and December of last year. 

Hirst lived at Balham in a manner befit- 
ting his position as a master of his craft. 
He had a sweetheart, who was stated in 
court to be exceedingly fond of him, a fact 
that he turned to the most despicable ac- 
count. 

He accompanied this girl to many par- 
ties. At one he s&t by the side of her sis- 
ter. He made an excuse for leaving the 
dinner table somewhat hurriedly, and rush- 
ing off, broke into the sister's house. Hav- 
ing taken all he wanted, he returned to the 
party, and again sat between his sweet- 
heaft and her sister, with the latter's jew- 
ciry in his pocket. 


Robs Sweetheart’s Sister. 

On another ware | he and hs sweet- 
heart were at a bail together, when he took 
a fancy to a piece of jewelry worn by the 
maater of ceremonies. A few days later 
this gentieman missed his trinket. Hirst 
had broken into the house at night and 
taken it. Unfortunately for him, however, 
it turned out to be paste. 

Hirat also committted another burglary 
at a house to whith he had been asked to 
accompany his sweetheart. He subsequent- 
ly sympathized with his victims, ironically 
suggesting that in addition to the ordinary 
lock they should put on a Yale. As a 
matter of fact, they did, and Hirst, just by 
way of showing his contempt for all locks, 
broke into the place again. 

Once he entered a house in broad day- 
light while the lady who owned it was out 
for a walk. Her father-in-law arrived a 
little later. But Hirst was not dismayed. 
He opened the dodr, bowed politely to the 
caller, and informéd him somewhat coldly 
that the lady of the house was out. The 
astonished visitor left in a hurry, and hapn- 
pened to meet the lady just afterwards, 
asked who was the man she had in her 
house, She was astonished then, and hur- 
ried home to find that the elusive Hirst 
had disappeared. 

The detective, in his evidence, explained 
the remarkable manner in which Hirst had 
confounded the police for so long. There 
Was no trace at the houses which had 
been broken into of how the burglar had 
obtained admission—no forcing of locks or 
breaking of windows. It wds surmised 
that the thief had wsed a skeleton key. 

It was only when Hirst was arrested at 
his lodgings in conneation with a stolen 
cheque, and many of the missing articles 
were found in his rooms, that the mystery 
Was solved, Tie had entered the houses 
by means of a piece of wire, which was so 
arranged that if put through the letter-box 
tt could be manipulaied so as to pull back 
the catch of the Jock. 


Wouldn't Divulge Cipher.

BABE, HOUR OLD. 
LEFT IN SNOW DRIFT 


Fluttering Newspaper on Porch 
Draws Attention to Infant 
It Partly Covered. 


A girl baby, little more than an hour 03d, 
was left Tuesday morning, eupposably by a 
man who was seen in the neighborhood 
about the same time, against a snowdrift 
on the front porch of the home of F. J. 
Curtis at 1452 Cleveland avenue, East St. 
lwuis, 

The porch was swept by a strong north 
wind: the temperature was near zero; the 
taby was wrapped loosely in a woman's 
flannelette wrapper ahd a newspaper.

The baby was left on the porch about

tis barh, passed by the porch and went 
around the house to the barn to feed the 
horse. While there Miss Herbert, who 
wore a man’s overcoat and hat, was ac- 
costed by a man passing along Fifteenth 
Street. 

“Hello, bud,’ he called, mistaking her 
for a boy; “Where is Gaty avenue?.” 

He was told it was two blocks back. 
but continued walking from it. This 
man was of medium height, wore an 
overcoat with a cape, and had a sandy 
mustache, ‘ 

Five or ten minutes later Mrs. Mc- 
Crevy and Miss Herbert passed the front 
porch again on their way home. A paper 
fluttered across the porch, and at the 
same moment they heard a faint ery. It 
founded to them like a chicken’'s “peep,” 
but louder. They saw that the cry was 
coming from a small bundle lying at, the 
edge of the porch and went to it. The 
bundle was the baby and the covering. 

Mrs. Curtis was called and took the 
little one in. It had blue eyes and thin 
locks of light hair. She wrapped it 
warmly and placed it in a basket which 
she put in a chair beside a stove. Then 
she notified the police. 

Mrs. McCrevy and Miss Herbert are 
positive that the man who called Miss 
Herbert, “bud” left the baby on the 
doorstep. Mrs. Curtis said she could not 
keep the child. as she has three girls 
and a bay of her Own.

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EGGS NET BEEF 
TRUST $240,000 


Meat Combine Corners Market: 
and New York Pays Big 
Prices for Stale Product. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—The Beef Trust has 
put up the price of stale eggs in New 
York 2 cents a dozen. This it was enabled 
to do because the agents of the trust had 
already bought up, or “cornered,” the sup- 
ply of cold storage eggs in New York and 
Jersey City. 

According to Expert F. P. Wickware of 
the Daily Price Current, there are now 
about eighty thousand cases of cold storage 
€ggs in this vicinity. Each case contains 
30 dozen eggs, and in 80,000 cases there are 
23,800,000 eggs. The raise in price of 2 cents 
a dozen means that the Beef Trust will ex- 
tract $445,000 trom New Yorkers for stale 
CHES. 

‘Ihe Beef Trust's eggs are stale because a 
large propertion of them have been in 
storage since April] and May, 194. They 
were Dought at that time, according to 
Wickwaie, for 17 to 18 cents a dozen. This 
is equivalent to a profit at the present price 
~2 cents a dozen—of $3 a crate or $240, 
on the $80,000 crates, 

Week before last, at the very outset of 
the hb.izgard, the Beef Trust raised the 
wholesale price of beef a half a cent a 
pound. This was an extra profit of “# on 
every whole beef so.d in New York. W'th 
a daily consumption of 2000 beeves the Beef 
Trust is collecting $8000 a day extra profit 
cut of New York. There is such a scarcity 
of good butter in New York that butter is 
being rushed as perishable freight from 
Calitornia and the Pacific coast. Some of 
the large New York wholesalers have gone 
to Canada to look for butter. 

The price of western eggs, which the 
Beef Trust hauls here in its meat refrig- 
erator cars, was today advanced 3 cents a 
dozen.

Brown Bruthers hold 165,928 shares of the 
common stock of the company and these 
holdings will figure in the transactions. 
On the St. Louls stock exchange Monday 
they were held at $22.75, while the Brown 
Brothers Subscriptions were held at 
$110.50.

HOT SPRINGS. Ark., Feb. 7.—‘'Rat’’ 
Masterson talked freely today with the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent concerning 
his appoiuiment as United States deputy 
marshal at New York. A dozen telegrams 
were received by him during the interview. 
One of them read: 

“Will you rejuvenate New York City ac- 
cording to western methods, and what do 
you think «f Marshal Henkel, and is he 
your friend?” 

Masterson, who at one time was a noted 
man in the West, as he read the message, 
Said: “I am not nor will not be in a posi- 
tion to rejuvenate New York City. Every 
man, including Mr. Henkel, is my friend, 
60 far as my end of the proposition is con- 
corned.” 

He further stated that he would accept 
the appointment tendered, although he had 
no official knowledge of his selection as 
yet. - 

“The President and his secretary, Mr. 
Iweb, are both friends of mine and I per- 
sonally admire both of them. jAt one time 
I think I could have had a similar ap- 
pointment in the Indian ‘Territory, but 
that -coal-oil lamp and beef stew for break- 
fast country ain’t like New York, although 
"I have many dear friends in the West. | 
am 60 years old now and velvet mats and 
steam heat agree with me now rather than 
the comforts offered in the high hill coun- 
try.”

‘Knowing When and How to Pilfer 
a Sack Deep Question of 
Game. 


Of the various problems that are pre- 
sented in baseball, the proper time to at- 
tempt to steal a base and whether or not 
to try to prevent it is one of the most 
complicated. A puzzling feature of this 
important point-of the game and one that 
invariably causes comment is a steal of 
second base with a teammate on third and 
none out. 

This play has resulted in the evolution of 
the ‘short throw,” one of the best of base- 
ball tactics, and a play that hes been de- 
veloped to a high state of efficiency by 
some catchers. The idea of a runner steal- 
ing from first to second with a man on 
third is to draw a throw and allow the 
runner on third to score during the result- 
ant putout or attempt to retire. 

Different managers hold various ideas 
about the wisdom of taking a certain put- 
out at the expense of a run. Some in- 
struct their catchers in such cases to be 
guided by the score and to throw to sec- 
ond if their team is behind on the score

panies. 

The International Marvester was 
incorporated in New Jersey in August, 
1902, with six dummy directors and a cap- 
linl Of $120,000,000. After its incorporation 
the dummy directors withdrew and Cyrus 
I’. McCormick was elected president and 
George W. Perkins was elected chairman 
of the finance committee. The stock was 
put in a voting trust, with George W. Per- 
kine, Charles Deering and Cyrus P. Mc- 
Cormick as voting trustees. 

The formation of the trust was accom- 
panied with the usual announcement that 
larmers would get the benefit of reduc- 
tions possible through consolidation. 

It is now charged tiat after the forma- 
tion of the trust Mr. Perkins used his 
financial influence to have thrown out from 
the western banks the discounted notes 
of the cOmpeting harvester companies; that 
by reason of the ramifications of Mr. Per- 
kins and J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. sev- 
eral a <> ag ot have been pressed to the 
wall, and that other competitors cannot 
secure the ordinary banking accommod: i- 
tions which they had before the consolida-

One Concern Fails. 

One concern, Aultman, Miller & Co., of 
Akron, O., who manufactured the well- 
known Buckeye line of agricultural imple- 
ments, failed through the sudden cutting 
off of their bank accommodations and 
through their inability to make collections 
through the banks which had previously 
promptiy performed that service for them.

LONDON, Feb. ’—The tragedy of the 
last six months of the life of Mrs. Anne 
Wilson, or Guest, which drove her to her 
death last Sunday, was laid bare in the 
South Staffordshire Coroner's court yester- 
day. 

Mrs. Wilson's husband went to Austra- 
lia, and nothing was heard of him for 
years. Then she married Mr. Guest, and 
some time after Mr. Wilson returned. The 
poor woman suffered terribly, and on Sat- 
urday took a draught of laudanum, from 
which she died on Sunday morning. 

The story was told by Mr. Guest in the 
witness-box. He explained how his wife 
had been depressed and ill for some time, 
but how she seemed more cheerful on Sat- 
urday morning, and waved him a goodby 
from her bedroom window when he went 
to his office. 

Mr. Guest explained that the trouble was 
caused by the return of Mr. Wilson, his 
wife's former husband, whom she believed 
to be dead. 

His wife was married to Mr. Wilson in 
1876. He left England for Australia in 
1889, and his last letter to his wife was 
written three years later. 

Then the question of her second marriage 
arose, and inquiries were made which last- 
ed over three years. There seemed to be 
no doubt among his intimate friends that 
Mr. Wilson was dead, and they advised 
Mrs. Wilson to marry again if she wished 
to do so. And so the marriage with Mr. 
Guest was solemnized. 


Lost Husband Returns. 

At the end of May or the beginning of 
June last year, Mr. Wilson returned to 
Birmingham. ‘He did not go to Mr. Guest's 
house, but went to see his daughter, Mrs. 
Curtin. 

Mrs. Curtin and her husband. however, 
were dining with the Guests, and a servant 
went to the house and told Mrs. Curtin 
that a gentleman was asking to see her 
at home. 

Mrs, Curtin went home, and there was 
her father. She did not recognize him at 
-lirst, but he made himself known to her. 

The entire family was terribly upset. Mr. 
Wilson did not ask his wife to return to

She 
thought that the length of her sleep would 
depend on the amount she took.,’’

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

If it be not too presumptuous for one not 
of the inner circle that controls the des- 
tiniles of St. Louis, to express an 
on a matter that concerns the public 
fare, I beg leave to submit these few lines 
for consideration. 

There appears to be a genera! misconcep- 
tion of the precise point involved in the 
abolition of the bridge arbitrary and my 
chief reason for writing this is to correct 
that misconception, if possible. In assum- 
ing to do this, I do not profess to be an 
authority on the subject, as I am not a 
railroad man and know nothing of practi- 
cal railroading, but from my own expert- 
ence, I think I can so state the case that 
the public will, at least, be accurately in- 
formed of the precise natury of the ques- 
tion. 

Some time ago a local paper erent an 
editorial on the subject4n which the editor. 
a brilliant writer and generally well in- 
formed man, assumed that:in asKing for 
the abolition of the bridge arbitrary the 
people of St. Louls demanded the total] ab- 
olition of all bridge charges and the free 
transportation of passengers and freight 
between St. Louls and East St. Louis. 
Naturally, the editor grew eloquent on the 
folly of demanding the” practical confisca- 
tion of so great and valuable a property 
as the bridges and terminals of St. ‘Louis, 
and he properly stated that if this wasa 
prerequsite to the abolition of the bridge 
arbitrary, the demand was a foolish one 
and could not for a moment be considered. 
The truth of the matter is, that the amount 
of the bridge charges is absolutely imma- 
terial in considering the question of the 
abolition of the bridge arbitrary and the 
bridge arbitrary may be utterly) abvlished 
without any change Whatever in‘ the exist- 
ing bridge tariffs. 

What is meant by Abolishing the bridge 
arbitrary is absorbing it in the through 
rate. St. Louis demands a through rate, 
of which. the Dridge charges shall be a 
part, and in which they shall be absorbed 
just as they are now a part of, and ab- 
sorbed in, the through rate on other freight 
passing through St. Louis and consigned 
to points beyond. It demands the restora- 
thon of the benefit of competition which is 
now stifled at East St. Louls by the Ter- 
minal monopoly. so that St. Louis may 
be in fact, as it is in theory, the object- 
ive point of the railroad systems termi- 
Dating at East St. Louis.

AFTER A YEAR OF WAR. 

Persistent rumors of peace as a result of friendly interven- 
tion cannot be wholly without foundation, in the light of 
events. 

Th war has been a series of Russian defeats. Since Admiral 
Togo’s attack on the fleet in Port Arthur harbor on the night 
of Feb, 8, 1904, to the repulse of Kuropatkin’s attack along the 
Mun river, an unbroken succession of disasters has weakened 
and dispirited the Russian army and the people. The Pacific 
fleet is at the bottom of the sea, Admiral] Rojestvensky’s ships 
are acknowledged to be unfit to encounter the victorious navy 
commanded by ‘ogo and Kamimura, and the difficulties of land 
transport make Kuropatkin’s an almost impossible task. From 
a military point of view the Russian cause seems. hopeless, 
and the burden of the Czar is made heavier by the menace of 
revolution at home. 

Count Cassini said to the Post-Dispatch Saturday: “The war 
in Asia is not about to end; it has really just begun. The 
struggle can only end when Russia is victorious.” 

Is not this the counsel of folly? The Czar said in his New 
Year’s proclamation: “I am confident, as every Russian is, 
that the hour of victory is striking.” He whistles to keep up 
hig courage as he thinks of the trenches filled with dead sol- 
diers, and listens to the cries of the mob before his palace. 
© Russia has fouglit well on land, and on sea the sailors have 
demonstrated their courage if not their skill. The Czar can 
make peace without dishonor, He eannot with honor reject 
Offers of friendly mediation. Honor is not honor which is sat- 
isfied only by slaughter in hopeless battle. It is inhumanity; it 
is brutality.

Since then the tracks of a 
number of railways have been elevated and the proportion of 
deaths ascribed to railway casualties has fallen to 15 per cent. 

This is evidence convincing and conclusive. Every grade 
crossing should be abolished. No degree of care or ingenuity in 
constructing gates will be a satisfactory substitute.

On Monday, for the first time, the city and the policé de- 
partment set the citizens a good example in cleaning the side- 
walks around municipal institutions. Judge Tracy and Chief 
of Police Kiely are especially to be commended for their efforts 
to enforce the law. 

The prompt cleaning of the streets, crossings and sidewalks 
after the fall of snow and slect will save much suffering, be- 
sides showing that the city and.the people are law abiding and 
progressive. If ordinances of this character are enforced and 
obeyed, it will have an excellent effect on the enforcement of 
the law in greater matters. It is to be hoped there will be 
no backsliding. The city having set a good example, no citizen 
will have an excuse for breaking the law.

Grilling. 


Every good housekeeper should under- 
stand the principles of grilling. It is sim- 
ilar to broiling. When anything is intend- 
ed to be grilled the gridiron is placed over 
the fire instead of in front. 

To grill successfully the fire must be 
bright and smokeless, or the food will 
either be burned or smoked black and un- 
ft to eat. A coke fire grills splendidly. 
The gridiron must be clean, hot and well 
greased before the meat is placed upon it. 

Great care must be taken not to insert 
a fork in the lean part when turning the 
chop or steak, or the juices will run out 
into the fire. Very small tongs are better 
for turning. Only turn the meat once, and 
that at the end of five or seven minutes, 
according to the thickness. 

The second side should require two min- 
utes less than the first. Only tender meat 
should be grilled with gas stoves. 

Serve on a hot dish, with a small pat 
of butter mixed with finely-chopped par- 
sley, and a few drops of lemon juice. The 
heat of the meat will melt it sufficiently. 

A well-grilled chop or steak should not 
look dry or hard, but soft and puffy, be- 
cause the moisture has all been retained, 
and on being heated has expanded and 
thus produces a puffy appearance. 

In the cage of a split fish put the open 
side to the fire first to prevént the juices 


from escaping.

Early Tuesday morning Mr. Williams 
was aroused at his home, 9 Windermere 
place, by a messenger boy who presented a 
telegram from Beaumont, Tex., asking him 
to apply for a writ of habeas corpus and 
get possession of the body of O’Nell, then 
in charge of an Oho officer on the way 
from Beaumont to Ohio. 

The charge against him was not stated, 
but it was shown that a requisition from 
the governor of Ohio had been honored by 
the governor of Texas, and O'Neil had 
been taken in charge. 

Subsequently. on the representations of 
W. J. O'Neil, a brother of the prisoner, 
the Texas governor revoked his consent to 


the requisition. 

The Ohio officer, however, had lost no 
time in getting away with his prisoner, 
and was outside the state. 

Mr. Williams at once n the prepara- 
tion of his case, and by o'clock he was 
ready. He telephoned to Sheriff Clarke and 
arranged for that officer's presence at 
Union Station when the train should arrive 
with the prisoner; then he hurried to the 
res'dence of Judge Ryan and lald the mat- 
ter before him. 

Judge Ryan demurred. 

It was not clear to him that the prisoner 
was within his jurisdiction. After mubdh
